It slanda for certain 
priuc'ples, locd self government, 
rconoinv iu public affairs, e<|ual rights 
to all and epecial privileges to none, 
fora low tariff, "and iu my judgment,” 
ke said, “It has always stood for bi- 
metallism snd upon that subject I 
intemi to speak. Anything short of 
the equality of the two metals at the 
mint is not bimetallism.” 

Mr. Crisp then went into the history 
of the Coinage laws. In 1873, he said, 
when silver was demonetized, the bul- 
lion value of the eilver dollar was 3 
cents more than the bullion value of a 
gold dollar. The law of 1873 was pas- 
sed without the full knowledge of the 
people or their repreeentatives. He 
quoted from Thurman, Allison, Gar- 
field, Blaine, Licke and others to ehow 
that it was not known at the time that 
the hilt demonetized silver. 

He followed this wi-h an announce- 
ment that from that day to this the 
majority of the Democratic party had 
been werxing to rehabilitate silver. 
The single gold staudard was a Repub 
lican measure. He Hunlvzed every 
vote un the eilver question taken iu 
congress since 1873 to show that a 
great msjoritvol Democrats ba;l voted 
every time fur the free coinage of sil- 
ver, except in 1893 when the propo- 
sition t > repeal the Sherman law was 
up, aud at that time it was because 
they expected to have an opportunity 
to vole subsequently for a sub measure. 
And even then there was but two 
Democratic majority. 

The single gold standard had never 
met with the approval of the majority 
of Democrau of this country. He 
said there was no advantage in having 
silver as a money, unlesa itsuxHl upon 
ita feet. He stated that be did not 
intend to say that a man who favored 
the single gold was not a Democrat, 
but he did mcau to say that the vast 
majority of the Democratic party bad 
always been in favor of the bimetallic 
standard. 

Mr. Crisp exhibited a small piece of 
silver bullion which he expected could 
not be used as money in any way. It 
could not be used with which to pur- 
chase commodities, but if there was a 
law a’lowing it to be taken to a mint 
and cc^ined then everybody would want 
it.
